Plans for family event* or serv- 
ices are made months ahead and 
to have this day disrupted is un- 
fortunate. 
The hours for school this day 


are shorter than normal, further 
disrupting the day for educational 
purposes and it will be found that 
the students attending this day will 
accomplish little in studies and 
create 
resentment 
against 
the 


schools and teachers. 


I urge that this mistake be cor- 


rected before serious troubles 
arise due to large necessary ab- 
nences of students and any penal- 
tle*~»hat> might' occur this late 
in the school year.

WASHINGTON (*>— Sen. Cape- 


hart (R-Ind) said today he has 
been informed that "the choice of 
a location for the air force acad- 
emy has been narrowed to five 
sites. He said four of them are in 
Indiana, Michigan. California and 
Colorado but did not know about 
the fifth one. 


He said Madison, Ind.,' was 


"among the top three," without 
saying what the other two were. 
Madison is on the Ohio river in 
southeastern Indiana. 


Capehart did not say where he 


got the information. However, he 
told newsmen he talked to Secre- 
tary of the Air Force Talbott tliis 
morning and urged favorable con- 
sideration of the Madison site. 


Capehart said he has been told 


the air force probably will an- 
nounce its decision next week. 
There was no immediate air force 
comment. 


An air force site selection com- 


mission this week is finishing its 
job of inspecting scores of possible 
locations throughout the country. 


Under the law authorizing the

Living Costs 
Drop Slightly 
During April 


WASHINGTON UP)— The govern- 


ment reported today living costs 
declined slightly in April. The 
drop, the third in three months, 
was almost entirely due to lower 
excise taxes effective April 1. 


The decline means a penny-an- 


hour pay cut for about 1& million 
workers in the, auto, aircraft and 
farm equipment Industries whose 
pay rates are geared by union 
contracts to the governing living 
cost index. 


The bureau of labor statistics 


reported its index declined two- 
tenths of 1 per cent from mid- 
March to mid-April, lowering the 
index to 114.6 per cent of the 1047- 
49 average. This is seven-tenths 
of l per cent below the October, 
1953, peak when the index was 
115.4. The April index, however, is 
eight-tenths of 1 per cent above a 
year ago. 


Commissioner Ewan Clague of 


the bureau said the April decline 
was entirely due to the April 1 ex- 
cise tax cuts and the index would 
have remained unchanged without 
the cuts. 


Food prices rose in April by 


three-tenths of 1 ppr cent, mainly 
lettuce, some meats and coffee. 


This was countered by lower 


prices for clothing, seasonal re- 
ductions in coal prices and lower 
costs of house furnishings, house- 
hold operations and personal care. 


Clague said that about half of 


the excise tax cut was passed on 
to consumers. He noted that the 
tax ion movie admission was one 
of those not passed on to consum- 
ers. 


Other excise tax reductions were 


carried only in part to the retail 
level. 


The wage cut for the 1'i million 


workers comes on the heels of an- 
other penny-an-hour pay reduction 
in their last quarterly living cost 
adjustment based on the govern- 
ment's January index. 


However, most of them will get 


a five-cent hourly raise at the end 
of this month. This is the sixth 
five-ccnts-an-hour annual improve- 
ment factor provided for in con- 
tracts between the CIO Auto Work- 
e,rs Union and major motor car 
producers.

a May 2 traffic accident which kill- 
ed three Sterling residents. 


Lee County Deputy Sheriff Rob- 


ert Burrs; State Police'-Sgt. Ray 
Cramer and State Police Officer 
George Kiner arrested Kessler in 
Como shortly after his release 
from Sterling Community hospital 
where he had been a patient since 
the accident. Kessler was seriously 
injured in the crash. 


Mrs. Lester Loos, 34, was killed 


at the time of the accident on Rt. 
30 about five miles east of Rock 
Falls. Her husband, 48, and daugh- 
ter, Sandra. 7, died May 3 of in- 
juries. 


The Loos' son, Edward, still is 


hospitalized with injuries. He is re- 
ported in fair condition. .

"Kessler's companion at the time 


of the accident, Geraldlne Hclslcy, 
24, Rock Falls, received minor in- 
juries. 


Justice of the Peace Sterling W.

Of 400.000 Inoculated 
No Reaction to Vaccine 


CHICAGO CSV-Not a single case of serious reaction or 


death has been reported from among more than 400,000 of 
the nation's school children given inoculations of the Salk 
polio vaccine. 
Dr. Robert F. Korns, a member 


of the national polio vaccine eval- 
uation team, mide the,first official 
report on the mass experiment 
Thursday to the annual convention 
of the Illinois State Medical So- 
ciety. 


At the same time. Dr. Hart E. 


Van Riper, medical director of the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, said in New York that 
the first .phase of the nationwide 
polio tests is completed and is a 
success. He said 644,138 children in 
44 states have now received the 
first of a scries of three injections. 


Only 'Ihree Cased 


Since the trials sinned, Dr. 


Korns said, polio has broken out 
in Florida, Texas and Michigan 
and three poiio cases have oc- 
curred among the 644,000 children 
in the study group. 


One of the polio cases is that of 


a first-grade pupil in Florida who 
is included in the study but who 
did not receive shots of the vac- 
cine. 


The other two cases, one In 


Michigan and one in Texas, re- 
ceived either the vaccine .or an in- 
jection of a blank substance of no 
medical value. Half of the chil- 
dren in those two states got vac- 
cine and half get the blank sub- 
stance, and which substance was 
given will not be disclosed until 
{lie final stage* of the study. 


Dr. Korns said a final evaluation 


of the effectiveness' of the Salk 
vaccine probably will not be 
ble until next year. Dr. Korns, an 
Albany (N.Y.) Medical College as- 
sociate professor, is on leave to the 
Poliomyelitis Vaccine Evaluation 


Center at the University of Michi- 
gan in Ann Arbor. Mich. The eval- 
uation team is now in its fourth 
week of observation. 


Dr. Van Riper said more than 


half the children already have re- 
ceived their second shuts and the 
final third inoculation will begin 
the week of May 31. 


Fine Cooperation 


Preliminary, surveys showed, he 


said, "an almost complete return 
of children" wno took first shots, 
to get the second. Checks in many 
areas showed .only 5 per cent failed 
to continue the series. 


"This is an unusually fine show 


of cooperation for such a vast 
project," Dr. Van Riper said. 


About five weeks' more remain 


before the last group of children 
will have completed their scries 
Of fthols. All -ecords will be for- 
warded to th« evaluation center at 
Aim Arbor.

ically prohibit such an operation 
by a foreign miasion here. 


A station operated by the Hun- 


garian legation was put off the 
air under similar circumstances 
several months ago.

Seeking Power to 
Cancel Subpoenas 


WASHINGTON UP)— Sen. 


McCarthy kept Capitol Hill 
guessing today whether he is 
trying to set up a basis for 
his accused staff aides to 
walk out of the hearings on 
his row with army officials. 


From sources close to the Wis- 


consin Republican came word that 
he has told associates he now plans 
no walkout of his own after the 
televised public investigation re- 
sumes Monday, but that his mind 
could be changed. 


"I will be there Monday," Mc- 


Carthy told newsmen. 


He emphasized, however, that "I 


make no promises" about how long 
he will slay, and he fired a new 
blast at President Eisenhower's or- 
der forbidding witnesses from the 
executive branch of government to 
give certain testimony McCarthy 
says Is essential to his case. 


Why Afraid? 


"I don't see why-the PrcHidcnt 


should be afraid to let them tell 
the truth." he said. He likened Uie 
order to invoking the Fifth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution, which 
declares that no witness may be 
compelled to testify against him- 
self. 


In the hearings the senate in- 


vestigations s u b c o m m i l t e is 
searching for the truth in miscon- 
duct charges top Pentagon officials 
nnd McCarthy have flung At each 
other. 


The McCarthy camp let out word 


Thursday night that the Wisconsin 
senator is exploring witii parlia- 
mentarians whether RS chairman 
of.the parent body he has authority 
to cancel subpoenas issued by the 
subcommittee or its temporary 
chairman, Sen. Mundt (R-SDj. 


No Agreement 


If McCarthy could rightly claim 


such powers, he would be in posi- 
tion to block any .subcommittee ef- 
forts to force Cohn and Carr to 
testify, while holding himself free 
to testify or not a« 'he might 
choose. Neither Cohn nor Carr has 
given any Indication of a refusal 
to testify. 


There is no firm agreement as 


to whether the subcommittee has 
power to force McCarthy himself 
to take the witness chair. If it 
came to a test, the consensus was 
thai th« full Senate might be called 
upon to decide the Issue, 


Adams, the Army counselor, has 


testified that at a Jan. 21 confer- 
ence with Ally. Gen. Biowncll and 
other administration figures, he 
was advised by Sherman Adams, 
chief White House aide, to prepare 
a written chronology of his rela- 
tions with McCarthy and Cohn.

French Seek 
Talks Only 
On Viet Nam 


GENEVA f;T)— Deadlocked East- 


West talks on Indochina resumed 
in secret today nnd France sought 
to limit the initial negotiations to 
a cease-fire in Viet Nam. 


F r e n c h Foreign M i n i s t e r 


Georges Bldault went to the nine- 
party session prepared to sidetrack 
for the moment the questions of 
Laos nnd Cambodia and concen- 
trate on Viet Nnm, where Commu- 
nist-led forces arc threatening the 
Red river delta. 


Before Thursday's recess, the 


conference came to a dead stop 
over French demands for an im- 
mediate withdrawal of Red troops 
from Laos find Cambodia. France 
insists the problem of these two 
kingdoms be treated separately 
from the proposed cease-fire in 
Viet Nam. 


French sources said the French 


delegation would seek agreement 
in principle on the proposed zones 
in Viet Nnm in which opposing 
forces would be assembled under 
Bidnult's armistice plan. If suc- 
cessful in this, the French hoped 
to turn over the question of defin 
Ing the zones to a subcommittee of 
military experts. At the snmc time, 
the French hoped to assign to an 
other subcommittee the question 
of getting Viclmhih forces out of 
Laos and Cambodia.

Navy Warns Against Red 
Subs, Biological Warfare 


WASHINGTON Iff)—The 
navy today estimated Russian submarine 


strength at more than 400—a figure 50 higher than the navy has used 
for several years. 


Rear Adm. W. G. Schindler, 


assistant chief of naval operations, 
disclosed the new estimate in pic- 
turing "chaos" he said could re- 
sult if a Russian submarine pen- 
etrated an American harbor filled 
with war shipping. "Think what 
would happen if the 
explosive 


were a nuclear weapon," he said. 


He said also that American sub- 


marines could approach an enemy 
coast and launch missiles "which 
may contain atomic warheads." 


The. admiral's remarks were pre- 


pared for an Armed Forces Chem- 
ical Assn. meeting here at which 
other invited speakers included the 
Army'* chief 
chemical 
officer. 


Maj. Gen. William M. Creasy, and 
Maj. Gen. M. R. Nelson, com- 
mander of the Eastern air defense 
forces. 


Creasy nai'd that in the event of 


war "w« must assumt that an 


enemy will use some form of 
chemical • biological • radiological 
warfare," and he urged the Ameri- 
can people to practice now in the 
use of equipment that he said will 
be essential for survival in a time 
of disaster. 


He said the chemical corps had 


developed a comparatively inex- 
pensive shelter for small families, 
made of fiber board. He said also 
that a considerable degree of pro- 
tection .against chemical and ra- 
diological attacks could be pro- 
vidcd by cyclone-type cellars cov- 
ered by sodded earth. 


Gen. Nelson said in prepared re- 


marks that the job of developing 
an atomic power plant for air 
planes 
will 
"overshadow other 


military applications of atomic 
power for the next few years."

Earth History Field Conferences

Red Actions Always Manage to 


Cement Western Alliance 


We in America seek the sanction of the moral law in 


our relations with each other and with other nations. Our 
Constitution, our national ideals, our whole way of life, these 
are rooted in a deep sense of morality. 


Because that is so, we can never shut the door on the 


idea of negotiating with foreign lands, even potential ene- 
mies 
A moral people must cling to the hope, so long as 


any shred of it is left, that a reasonable approach to mutual 
problems may be made in good faith. 
. . . . . 
That is why we agree again and again to sit down and 


confer with the Soviet Union and its Communist allies and 
satellites, though through several years of postwar dealings 
we have seen virtually no evidence of sincerity. 
• 
• 
• 


Our attachment to the highest concepts of human be- 


havior does not permit us to assume that bad faith is a per- 
manent condition anywhere. 


But we no longer have any optimism about meetings 


with the Communists. When a nation waits eight years or 
more for some genuine token of sincerity and does not find 
it, its leaders—if they are realistic—cannot look ahead 
cheerfully to the next conference. 


Some of our foreign friends, so eager to avoid trouble 


that they slip easily into wishful thinking, insist on glossing 
over past Communist performances and investing greater 
hope in each new conference than the facts would seem to 
warrant. It was that way as they came to Geneva. 


But the Communists always manage to accommodate 


the realists- Trapped in their own rigid pattern of think- 
ing, they cannot take full advantage of Western differences. 
They cannot show even that minimum of good faith which 
would strengthen the lure held out to the wishful thinkers- 
• 
* * 


So it is now that we learn the Communists in Indo-China 


having pledged the safe evacuation of 1500 wounded French- 
men from fallen Dien Bien Phu, quickly broke faith on this 
simple act. Only about a dozen wounded had gone out before 
•the Viet Minh forces used an air truce on the highway lead- 
ing east to Haoi to move men and materiel closer to that be- 
leaguered city.

the loss of Dien Bien Php and its brave garrison very hard- 
Perhaps they are closer to realism than they have been in a 
long time. 


Certainly they must now appreciate the unlikelihood 


of a sincere agreement with the Reds on Indo-China. The 
British, too, can hardly fail to catch the vivid lesson. 


For a while at Geneva, the Western alliance seemed, at 


its feeblest. But as usual, the Communists, who stand to 
profit most from its breakup, have done the things inevitably 
calculated to restore the alliance to strength. Good fortune 
continues to shine on free men.

Pretty often, we'll find that we 


have really asked, not for the trial 
of a child's action, but for a con 
fession that he is a bnd, careless 
inconsiderafe person. 


It is equal wisdom to explain 


what we've done to him. For in 
the matter of honesty, we teach i 
by demonstrating our own. And 
our own confession that we've load 
ed our question with unresolved re 
sentment. of past misconduct can 
perform two services for us. 


First, is enables us to expres. 


the resentment frankly, instead of 
secretly. 


Second, the coinage with which 


we share the truth of our own m 
take with Dot opens the way to her 
sharing the truth of hers with us.

NEW YORK—The next step in the case of Prank Costello, who ha§ 


an artificial reputation as an underworld hoodlum, unsupported by 
proof, will be deportation. There appears to be some legal excuse to 
send him out of the country. 
However, the enforcement of the de- 


portation law is so dishonest that we may reasonably conclude that 
:he prosecution of Costello for tax evasion and the 
deportation case are mere tributes to a trashy po- 
litical exploit by Senator Estes Kefauver, of Ten- 
nessee. 


I call to mind the contrasting case of Serge 


Rubinstein., a disreputable character and artful 
dodger of the draft. This more or less stateless 
Roumanian adventurer has Influential friends in 
the old Roosevelt-new deal cult, but we now have 
a more or less Republican attorney-general who 
certainly should be unreachable by any such Influ- 
ence.

The Rubinstein case is no worse than that of Irene Browder. 


This woman was born in Russia. Her husband was the Communist 
leader down to the end of the war and the official interpreter'of the 
Russian pretense of an intention to "co-exist" with our country on 
friendly terms. Once we had destroyed Soviet Russia's two deadly 
enemies, Germany and Japan, that pretense was repudiated. Ac- 
cordingly, Browder was deposed in favor of William Z. Foster. He 
was not purged, however. On the contrary. Stalin invited him to Rus- 
sia and Browder went and returned still devoted to Russia and 
Communism. 


Irene Browder went to Canada. 


Then a quick coup occurred. Carol 
Weiss King, a Communist lawyer 
and former associate of Max Low- 
enthal, 
Harry 
Truman's 
-king- 


maker and intimate friend to this 
day, went to Canada with Irene 
and got permission for her to re- 
turn in good standing. A consular 
official of the State Department 
who took part in this proceeding 
gave sworn testimony that he re- 
ceived State Department orders to 
violate the law and that he did 
violate the law but only under pro- 
test. 
In further protest, he re- 


signed. 
Nobody in the State De- 


partment was dismissed or even 
criticized for this. 
One of the 


most bumptious, garrulous and 
sinister females of our time, a 
woman who was often in and out 
of the White House in Roosevelt's 
reign but more often away than 
present, was sympathetic toward 
Irene Browder. 


Now we have new and more ef- 


fective laws which would permit 
us to get rid of Mrs. Browder, but 
she probably will stay here un- 
molested to the natural end of her 
days. 


Harry Bridges has been under 


an order of deportation for years 
and is still among us and still 
running a union which has power 
to blockade our western ports by 
refusing to handle cargo in any 
situation adversely affecting Rus- 
soia. 
The one man who kept 


Bridges out of the Atlantic and 
gulf ports is Joe Ryan, president 
emeritus of the old International 
Longshoremen's association, who 
recently got a hung jury in a crim- 


chelle's beaming over the chance 
and saying: "You can't be an inge- 
nue forever. Now I have a future 
again, and I'm amazed so many 
people remember me. I guess 
those old movies on TV were a big 
help." 


After years of movie stardom, 


she isn't even flustered by the 
show's big live audiences. "I play 
to the camera and forget the audi- 
ence," she says. "I've been in pic- 
tures long enough to know camera 
outs—I cut in my head when I 
learn the dialog."

Guy Banister, special agent in 


charge of the Chicago FBI office, 
said McElroy would be arraigned 
on' a charge of violating the Lind- 
bergh law, which .carries a maxi- 
mum penalty ot death.

Molests Girl 


Banister said McElroy lured the 


girl and her brother into his pickup 
truck on May 11 by offering them 
chewing gum. The FBI agent said 
McElroy stopped the truck several 
times, en route from Beloit to 
Rockford,;!!!., and molested the 
girl sexually. • 


The 
children, who were' not 


identified by Banister, were freed 
early the next morning in Rock- 
ford and were returned to their 
parents. 


Beloit police said the girl had 


told them she and her brother 
were playing in a parking lot 
about 
half a block from their 


home when a man approached 
them and asked if they wanted to 


go for a ride mound the block. The 
FBI said the children got into the 
truck and were driven to Rock- 
ford, 20 miles away. 


Banister said McElroy has ad- 


mitted being in Beloit May 11 and 
seeing the children.

as to show sisjns of being over 
tempting to manufacturers. 


Mushrooming sales in the last 


two years of the industry's won- 
der child, the window cooler, and 
predictions that the lick-the-weath- 
er market will grow even more 
•with the years has lured many 
more manufacturers into the field 
this spring. There are three times 
as many now as two years ago. 


They have the capacity, if they 


all try, to turn out more room air 
conditioners than even this boom- 
ing market seems likely to absorb 
this summer, industry spokesmen 
admit. 


And in large hunks of the coun- 


try the weatherman has been no 
help. A cool, wet spring has piled 
up stocks in many dealers' ware- 
houses. Some are asking manufac- 
turers to hold up shipments. 


A few makers of room coolers 


are holding up production until hot 
weather puts a fire cracker under 
demand and blows holes in dealer 
inventories. They expect to make 
up the lost time with more sales 
later in the year. 


Old-timers in the field, like Car- 


rier Corp. here, look for room 
cooler sales competition to be 
fierce this summer. 


"You'll see fne pressure at the 


dealer level," Cloud Wampler, Car- 
rier president, believes. "Distribu- 
tion is going to be the big thing 
from now on. Industry-wide, the 
distribution system is pretty spotty. 
Some ' companies haven't good 
enough dealer organizations to do 
the right job on sales, repairs and 
services. 


"There services, in the long run, 


will settle the competitive battle 
among the manufacturers." 


Wampler is prone to minimize 


room cooler business for the long 
term. He looks for the industry's 
big future gains to be in year- 
around cooling - heating units for 
the entire house, and in factory 
and commercial building air con- 
ditioning.

NEW YORK WV-There is a new 


kind of class warfare going on in 
America today. 


It is a war between the white 


collar class and the coin vending 
machines 
In 
the 
office 
locker 


rooms where million! of white col- 
lar workers now consume the 
lunches they carry to work. 


In some offices the locker rooms 


resemble supermarkets, crowded 
with automatic dispensing gadgets 
that peddle everything from mys- 
tery novels to stockings. 


Only 7 Machines 


.The locker room in my firm, 


however ia making no attempt to 
run the A & P out of business. We 
have only seven of these coin- 
operated 
mechanical 
salesmen, 


which yield two kinds of milk, sev- 
eral flavors of Ice cream, seven 
brands of cigarettes, four varieties 
of soft drinks, and about 20 kinds 
of candy bars. 


But even these seven machines 


have turned our placid locker room 
into 
an 
exciting 
"battleground, 


where men and metal monsters 
grapple in mortal combat. 


I have practically given up go- 


ing to the theater or watching tele- 
vision. When I want to study hu- 
man natnre in the raw, I go to the 
locker room, where I am sure I 
can find more soul-searing drama 
than in "Uncle Tom's Cabin." 
more suspense than In "Dragnet," 
more comedy than a Broadway 
musical offers. 


Crucial Issue 


Who will win—man or machine? 


This is the crucial issue every 
time an employe approaches one 
of the machines with a coin. Nine 
out of 10 times there is a happy 
ending. The machine hesitates, 
grumbles, then reluctantly coughs 
up the desired merchandl»e. 


The 10th time—maybe the ma- 


chine doesn't like the feel of the 
coin or the color of the necktie the 
employe is wearing—nothing hap- 
pens. Then anything can happen! 
—from a renewal of the siege of 
Vlcksburg to another battle of the 
bulge. 


Sine* the profits from our ma- 


chines go into an office welfare 
fund, we have an umpire who set- 
tles most of these disputes by re- 
turning the lost coin—a truce that 
really appeases neither the man 
nor the machine involved.

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Sen. Russell Raps Proposal 
To Lower Voting Age to 18 


WASHINGTON W— Sen. Russ,ell 


(D-Ga) today denounced as an In- 
vasion of states' rights President 
Elsenhower's proposal to lower the 
voting age from 21 years to 18. 


Russell, unofficial spokesman for 


a bloc of Southern Democrats in 
the senate, spoke out in an inter- 
view in advance of the start of 
senate debate today on a proposed 
constitutional amendment to give 
the vote to 18-year-olds. 


"It is the most inexcusable in- 


fringement on the rights of the 
states that I can think of," Russell 
said. 


His state. Georgia, is the only 


one which now permits 18-year-olds 
to vote. He said "it has worked 
well" there, but ho added that the 
voting age is a matter for indi- 
vidual states to determine under 
the Constitution and should remain 
so. 


He said the constitutional amend- 


ment proposal "is a direct reflec- 
tion on almost every governor and 
state legislature" because "it as- 
serts they are not capable of fixing 
the regulations and qualifications 
for their own voters." 


The proposed amendment would 


bar any state from denying or 
abridging the right to vote to citi- 


zens otherwise qualified who are 
18 or'older. 


Chairman Langer (R-ND) of the 


senate judiciary committee, which 
approved the proposal. by 7-3 
March 15, said he expects the re- 
quired two-thirds favorable vote. 


He noted that Eisenhower had 


asked for the amendment as part 
of his legislative program in the 
State of the Union message Jan. 7.

Fine Gael (United Ireland) party 
chief believes the future of Ireland 
lies in developing her only major 
asset_12 million acres of arable 
land. 


The land now is being tilled only 


at 60 per cent capacity. American 
economic aid experts have urged 
the republic to do something about 
it. 


With three scats still to be de- 


cided at a special election next 
week, Tuesday's voting gave the 
parties this representation in the 
147-seat Dail: 


Fianna Fail—64. 
Independents—5. 
Coalition parties—75. These in- 


cluded Fine Gael, 49: Labor, 18; 
Clann Na Talmhan (Farmers), 5; 
Clann Na Poblachta (Republicans), 
3. 


De Valera, 71, and nearly blind, 


has been a dominant figure In 
Irish politics for more than a score 
of years. In that time Costello has 
been the only man to beat him, 
and now Costello has done it 
twice.
